DR. ALEKHINE 
N Hong Kong we are of course

yearn ago. The blindfold chess 
exhibition which he gave was only 
what other “chess masters” have 
done, and {s apparently no more 
than un apceial development of the 
particular mental faculty which 
makes a mon a “marter”. Tt re 
maina all the same a curions freak 
of the brain that deserves more 
study from our psychologists than 
it has had. No amount of deter- 
mination or practice would enable 
most of us to remember the posi- 
tion of thirty-two games which we 
could not ree, and to nit biindfold- 

“ed and with back turned and call 
out the next movo without letting 
our plana be distracted by nolaes 
and interruptions. Dr, Alekhine 
was good enough to be complimen- 
tary about the standard of our 
Hong Kong plny, and he Jost one 
game and drew two or three 
others, but ns there was a convivial 
social gathering going on next 
door, with occasional] songs and 
applause, he must have got a very 
poor idea of our consideration for 
visitors. 

* 4 + 
DR. EUWE 
‘13 opponent 1s another example 
of the mystery of chess— 
that it appears os a kind of 
“sport” in the scientific sense of 
tho word. and that a man who has 

‘got it ia bound to come to the 
front, no matter what the obsta- 
clea. For Dr. Euwe is a young 
schoolmaster with plenty of other 
work to-do; who simply began to 
win all his matches against the 
best players, One of the games in 
this match lasted ten hours, and 
even the amateur who plays a 
friendly’ game in the evening can, 
apprecfate what that means.. Ask- 
ed how he had beaten Capablanca. 
Dr. Alekhine replied that all good 
chess was a matter of secing ahead 
all*the things that could’ happen, 
and that any good player: should 
he oble to anticipate at Teast all 
the possible positions, four moves 
ahead. The match at present is 
very level, and only a big sum in 
geometrical progression could give 
ns an idea of all the possible posi-

When the lights are 
low, and the silver chord is at the 
point of breaking, you may be 
serving better than you know. .At 
least do not despair that your use- 
fulneas is over. . 

Living Not In Vain 

This too is the value of genuine 
and unaffected goddness. A man 
may forget all his mother taught 
him; he will never forget alf that 
his mother was. He may forget 
his father's counsel, but never hia 
father’s character. It is not the 
things wo utter glibly—it is 50 
often things which we have no 
power to utter—that fall on other 
lives with benediction.

The Hong Kong Airport 

N the course of years, } artly by legal decisiozs and partly by 
experience, the world has succeeded in developing: » code of 
Maritime law which has given general satisfaction. But it has 
been u long process, and has been arrived at only by the abandon- 
ment of claims to: special privileges, and the extension of equal 
rights to all ships. The foundation of the English maritime trade 
was no doubt due to the old navigation laws, which required that 
goods sent to england should be carried in English bottoms, and 
it is a fact that is usually forgotten that they, were the creation 
of Oliver Cromwell, who, with the help of the great Admiral! 
Blake, cxtablished at the same time the command of the sea by 
reforms of the Navy that were after the Restoration allowed 
to lapse by. the negligence of the restored monarchy. Cromwell 
belonged to the well-to-do farmekr class’ that lived by exporting 
woo! to the Continent, where the weaving industry founded on 
that trade made the prosperity of many beautiful and prosperous 
towns like Bruges. Later on the Hugenots and other’ refugees 
brought the trade of manufacturing woollen cloth to England, 
and with it great additional wealth, ' 

Trangport is a business that employs more men in centres 
like London than any other single industry, and the laws that 
govern its economy are practically the same whether it be by 
road, rail, or air. The navigation of the “narow seas” never got 
rid of controversy and conflict so long as the British ships de- 
manded the observance of the old custom of “dipping the flag,” 
and industry never came into its own until foreign ships were 
allowed to-bring their cargocs into port on the same conditions 
as our own ships, however much that principle may have seemed 
to be giving away trade that might be paying ducs to our own 
shipowners. For the hospitality led to reciprocal treatment of 
our ships in foreign ports, which coild not be demanded except 
on 4 basis of equal: rights, and cheap freights. increased the 
opportunities of importing and exporting, as well as Jeading to 
a& more or less steady market. : 

There remains the old argument about the nurture of “infant 
industries,” which even in Adam Smith’s view justified the grant 
of privileges until an industry had got itself fairly atarted. Air 
transport is perhaps still in that stage, for the improvements both 
of construction and’ knowledge of air conditions at present make 
expensive machines obsolete in a very short’ time. It will not 
be long before that stage Js ovor, and different types will have 
become established as the best for-particuar purposes. There 
is very little doubt that in a few years all mail matter will go 


by -air as u mere matter of routine. and that the’ passenger ser]: 


vice will be vastly increased. A few accidents like;the unfortune 
loss of Sir Charles Kingsford-Smith, create the inypression that

UR Personality this week Is 
Mr. Stanley Hudson Dod- 
well, Managing Director of the 
firm of Dodwell and Co., Ltd. » 

Born at Oxford on May 27, 
1878, Nr. Dodwell received hia 
education partly in his native 
town and subsequently In Franse 
and Germany. In 1897 he joined 
the firm of Dodwell, Carli] and 
Co., London, which afterwards be- 
came Dodwell and Co,, Ltd. Mr. 
Dodwell first came to Hong Kong 
in 1912, remaining hore for some 
elght years. In 1920 ho returned 
to London and was shortly after 
wards appointed Managing Direc- 
tor of the firm. 

Between 1920 and 1932 he madu 
three tripa’to the Far, East ard 
round the world, inspecting the 
firm’s branches in Ceylon, Chinu, 
Jupan, the Pacific coast of 
America and New York, 
owlng to the death in 1934 of the 
firm’s manager in Hong Kong, 
Mr. J. P. Warren, he decided. to 
stay in the Colony for a few 
years. . 

During his first spell in Hong 
Kong Mr. Dodwell was for two 
years a member of the Legislative 
Council and for one year Chair- 
man of the Hong Kong General 
Chamber of Commerce.. 

At the present moment he’ ié 
Chairman of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Banking Cdrporation, 
the Unlon Insurance Socloty of 
Canton, the Dairy Farm, Ice and 
Cold Storage Co. and the Hong 
Kong Brewers and Distillers, 
and a Director of several other 
local companies; also Vice-Chair- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce, 

In the field of sport Mr. Dodwell 
wos at one time a keen cricketer, 
but afterwards gave it up, 
finding it rather too strenuous a 
game for him in a tropical climate, 
and has since devoted himself to 
golf as his principal recreation. 
He was one of the pioneers of the 
Fanling course of the Royal Hohg 
Kong Golf Club. He has the.unt- 
que distinction of. having been 
three times captain of the Club. 
He has also three times beon run- 
ner-up in the championship; but 
never succeeded in winning it. He 
was also a fairly useful tonnis- 
player and recalls that he and 
Nesbitt were the first British pair 
to succumb to the local Chincso 
pair, Ng Szo-kwong and his part- 
nor, in 1918.

Each of 
these convents is ent'rely inde- 
pendent of the other and Ix head- 
ed by a Mother Superior. 


Few Withdraw 

Jt might seem that the absence 
of vows would bring about a cer- 
tain lossin membership, and that 
the nuns, being human, might 
sometimes change their . minds 


and return to the world. But, 


despite the fact that they are 
free to’ do. this, very few 
Beguines have left the convent 
once ‘they took the vell. 

The interesting history of the 
order goes back to the 12th cen- 
tury, when many women in the 
Netherlunds banded together and 
_ devoted their lives to good work. 
Perhaps, because they were not 
“bound to any Church, they did 
not think {t necessary to take 
vows. Anyway St was a simple 
matter to join the order and 
just as.aimple to quit it. ° .

sent institutions sprang, at Ieast, 
by example and inspiration.

Prayers By Lottery 


As one of the pictures on thia . 


page shows, the Mother Superior 
is firm in her discipline, and she 
sits on a dale to maintain order 


* and allence during the ‘hours 


spent at sewing. ‘The work of 
the convent is divided among the 


‘members, some of whom propare 


the meals for the entire com- 
munity under’ the direction of a 
housekeeper, who is answorable 
to the Mother Supertor.. 

‘Perhaps one of the strangest 
customs of the Beguines is the 
saying’ of prayers by lottery. 
On the walls about the convent 
there are small wooden boxes 
filled with cards bearing different 
numbers. Hung: above the box 
Is a framed list of different 
prayers, cach one numbered. 
Every day each nun drawa a 
ecard out of one of the lottery 
boxes and repeats whatever 
prayer corresponds to the num- 
ber on’ the card. 


On the raised dais in the living 
room of tho Convent, the Mother 
Superior presides, while in 
absolute silence the “nuns” work 
at thelr sowing. | Though they 
may leave and marry at any 
time, few of the womon ever give 
up their religious life.

- CRITIC’S REPLY TO 
7 “AN.M.” | 


HOW MUCH ART IS IN THE - 
| ART CLUB? aa 


‘(To The Editor, “Sunday Herald”) 


‘Sir,-—“Art to-day is a terrible 
problem to an absolutely sincere, 
honest and yet ambitious mind.” 
How trug that statement is, only 
those can fully appreciate who 
themselves are atruggling with 
that, problem—gonuine and sincere 
artists who ‘are fired to give the 
world somothing it has never yet 
recolved, and “have not bowed the 
knee to Mammon,” but are sacri- 
ficing everything for the pure and 
painful joy of creation. Thoso 
men, lovers of art, who have 
watched keenly, sympathetically 
and with understanding the strug- 
gle with the “terrible problem" 
know only a thousandth part of 
what paases in an artist's ‘soul. 
So what do tho other men know, 
who are neither sympathetic nor 
understanding—not even watch- 
ing? 

Uf we open the pages of a his- 

"tory of art, even the superficial 
atudent enn learn one thing: that 
each new advance hia deen ace 
companied by a storm of abuse 
against the man who tried vo 
upset long-standing traditions. 

The least thing he Is accused of 
ia ignorance of his art. That 
‘has been said of Michel Angelo, 
Rembrandt, Cezanne, and practi- 
cally all great men. The reason 
is that the great artist Is ' almast 
Invariably a rebel finding exist- 
ing conventions hindering the full 
expression of his emotions, Natur- 
ally to easual contemporaries his 
work is unintelHgible. They can 
only comprehend traditional art, 
because it puts little strain op 
thelr fucultics. 

I have been reprimanded by A- 
N. M. for failing to “enjoy” the 
‘Art Club's annual show, He thinks 
that I have not gone-there in the 
right frame of mind. 1 went 
there, my dear ALN. Mi in on 
critien] frame of mind, and that 
in the only way to enjoy things. 
The critical mind immediately re- 
jects all rubbish, retains only 
that which is really enjoyable. 
That there was Bo Httle to enjoy 
is truly not my fault. 

To be elated ‘before the insigni- 
ficant docs not show a capacity 
for joy, nor yet the right frame 
-of mind—but simply bad taste. 
That we cannot see things with the 
anme eye ia only natural. 7 am 
one of ‘those who are struggling 
with the “terrible problem”, and 
1 don’t know, that you are oven 
sympathetic. Your casual manner 
shows little understanding. In 
fact your article is an affront to 
the intelligence of anyono who 
knows ‘something of the subject. 
Or did you. write it in the expec- 
tation that only the members of 
the Art Club would read it? 

You attribute to mo two state- 
ments which I never made. Re 
Luis Chan, I never said, or even 
meant, that he should be sent 
nbroad to tcarn how to paint as 
n foreiner. Just to learn to 
paint. If he has a genuino talent, 
as I believe he has, when he comes 
back he will not paint as a French- 
man, ‘but his own background will 
break through. . You think that 
all he needs is a little wider ex- 
perience that he can casily get 
trom anyone in Hong Kong. ‘Well, 
excuse me—but that is sheer ig- 
norance. ‘The experience one 
needs is not a Httle wider one, 
but o very wide one; and one dors 


not pet it oasily. No, one gets it}. 


with one's Hfe-blood. 

1 tried to call the attention 
anyone, Interested to Luis Chan 
in the hopo that he would be 
given a chance. And behind my 
ndvice there is the wide experi- 
ence of tho artist and the art tea- 
cher. Is it not presumptuous that 
you, who cannot know anything of 


the subject of art training, should: 


try to interfere with the chance 
which I tried to bring in this 
young man's way?- ‘ 

“And now Leo Byng, Please 
read gain -what I sald about 
him, and you will  discovor 
what I meant. There is no re- 
forence in-my article to his name. 
], don’t. care. what his name ‘is. 
But if he, is Chinese, I think he 
guaht: to paint as a-Chincse (not 
-neocoasarily.:..1n ...tho . traditional 


of 


manner), and not as an English, 
French or German painter. The 
rest.of your musings show the 
somo lack of understanding; in 
fact the last paragraph shows ig- 
norance of the facts. Art dealers 
do exploit artists, living or dead, 
even speculate in them; but’ they 
never made one. Corot and es- 
pecinily Van Gogh will. slwaya 
remain a page in the history of 
art, art-dealers or no art-dealers. 

But ‘thore {s one malicious and 
academic sentence in that last 
paragraph which {8 rather daring 
from the pen of a layman. “The 
Insidious discouragement of the 
highbrow attitude to amateur art 
in a psychological. dinensae.”” Now, 
my dear A. N. M., the grouping is 
all wrong. Not “highbrow” 
amateur art, but “real art’ anid 
dabbling! And where the psycho- 
logical disease comes in, accord- 
fng to an American, is that ‘Wo- 
men used to be prostrated, now 
they take up sculpture.” We aro 
talking of the Art Club, so why 
drag in art? And Whistler, 
Corot, Van Gogh? I bet you that 
at least 76 -per cent. of the Art 
Club members are wondering whe- 
ther Van Gogh is. the name of a 
French wine or an Italian cheese! 

Now Ict me tell you why the 
artist’s attitude to dilettantism is 
what ft is.

is*that such people hardly ever 
buy a picture; they are very satis’ 
fled to cover the walls of their 
houses with their own. If you 
don’t belicve it, just take a look 
round. And in the rare cases 
when they do buy a picture, they 
show as a rule less judgment than 
other intellects. They are too 
busy painting to acquire judge 
ment, dee 

Let me tell you about one more 
thing: my own attitude toward 
the local Art Club. I don’t care 
who is dabbling or what medium 
he or she is dabbling in—quietly 
at home. After all, it is less on- 
noying to the neighbours than a 
saxophone. But it is a different 
thing to hold a public exhibition, 
call themselves an “Art” Club, 
and—here is where your Mammon 
comes in—put a price on tho re- 
sults of those afternoons when 
there is no bridge party. 

I have often heard people ex- 
claim: against the mediocre © per- 
formance in a local concert; 
see the .correspondence in the 
papers when there is a poor amat- 
eur broadcasting programme. Why 
should I be more lenient with the 
Art Club just because tho average 
man's eye is less trained and lesa 
accustomed to discover a false 
note than his ear? 

“Art to-day is a terrible pro- 
blem,” my dear A. N, M. One 
should not touch it with fumbl- 
ing hands,

- SCHEMES FOR BUSINESS 
EXPANSION DISCUSSED 


A private ‘meeting of sll the 
Japanese Consuls and Consuls- 
General in the South of China 
was held at the residence of 
Mr. M. Mizusama, the’ Consul- 
General for Japan in Hong 
Kong, in Conduit Road ycster- 
day afternoon. : 

According to the Sceretary of 
the Jnpanese Consulate, the mect- 
ing was held under instructions re- 
ceived from: the Foreign Office at 
Tokyo. Newspaper repertera wera 
not allowed to attend the meeting, 
but on belng questioned afterwards 
Mr. Mizusama stated that nothing 
but business expanainn schemes 
and passport problems were dis- 
cussed, Mr. Mizusama will leave 
for Canton cither te-morrow or 
the day after. ‘ 

The most important official at- 
tending the mecting was Mr, 
Sakamoto, Chief of the Foreign 
Office Section {n Formosa.

.OF BENEVOLENCE 
HEAVENLY DONOR OF WISE AND 


VIRTUOUS 


CHILDREN 


(By PHYLLIS JUBY), 


HE Unicorn appears at those’ 

happy times 
are born. It is said that when 
Confucius was about to be born 
a unicorn appenred 
mother. The wondrous animal 
knelt before her and placed at 
her feet a slip of jade, on which | 
was the inscription: ‘The son, 
of the essence of water shall 
succeed to the withering Chow 
und be ‘a throneless king.” The 
mother then tied a piece of em- 
ribbon around its 
horn and ue animal disappear- 
ed. 

So it was that during his life 
Confucius was called “The Elf of 
the Unicorn.” The legend goes on 
to aay that before his death a 
strange and mysterious animal 
was caught by a hunting party. 
Only Confucius knew it to be a 
Unicorn, and when he saw that on 
it horn was the piece of ribbon 
his mother had attached to It he 
was much affected nad cried out: 
“The course of my doctrine fs 
run,” 

Confucian Legends 

As the Unicorn is 80 closely con- 
nected with Confuctus, whose am- 
bition was to form a plan of per- 
fect government. the creature Is 
often taken as the symbol of this 
iden. There ts a saying, “The 
Unicorn has but one horn, so the 
world should have but one ruler.” 
According to another legend Con- 
fuclus had the habit of dreaming 
that he wandered in a strange 
Once in his dream he saw a 
wonderful red Tight «with rays that 
reavhed to the very clouds. Amnz- 
ed, he called -his dlaciples, and 
drove to the place where he had 
seen the light. There he found a 
village through which a child was 
riding on a limping — unicorn. 
Moved to pliy at the sight of the 
animal, Confucius descended ,to 
examine its wounded foot and to 
hin surprise saw-in its mouth a 
hook which’ the animal presented 
to him. In this Confucius read 
that a great Emperor possessing 
the virtue of five would rue the 
nation after the Chow dynasty. 
Later generations regarded this 
as foretelling the coming of the 


-lgrent rulers of the Han dynasty. 


Giver Of Sons 

Since the Unicorn appears in 
times of pence and ‘prosperity and 
portends the birth of sages, the 
Chinese believe that they’ must 
worship it in order to obtain wise 
and virtuous children. A favourite 
marriage gift Is a picture of o 
unleorn bestowing a child on 
parents and bearing the inscrip- 
tlon: “The Unicorn that grants

There is an old custom of placing 
the picture of a boy riding o unl- 
corn in front ofthe bridal sedan 
when the bride Is brought to the 
home of.the bridegroom. And at 
the Fenst of Lanterns a kind of 
lantern representing a boy riding 
n unicorn [a frequently given by 2 
Chinese to his friend, the signlf- 
cance being’ that he wishes his 
friend mny have a very bright son. 


A bright child of. unusual talent“ 


and promise is called “aon of a 
Unicorn” or “gift of a Unicorn” 
or’even “a child that can ride a 
Unicorn.” 

Spirkt Of Benignity 

The Unicorn, according to the 
ancient Chinese, is the noblest 
form of anima! creation and fs a 
creature’ full of ‘gentleness. “Ie 
walks and {s joyful. Wherever he] y 
woes he carries the spirit of 
spring.” Its horn is the symbol of 
benevolence, for it ends in a Meshy 
substance, showing that it has no 
desire to fight or harm any living 
thing. It Is pictured as resembl- 
ing a stag In its body and a horse 
in ita hoofs, but possessing the tail 
of an ox and a acaly body, It 
altvays has on bare place which be- 
xins at the throat and extends over 
the chest, under the body and to 
the tip of its tall. Its mane and 
its tail consist of atraight hair and 
groups of spiral whorls, Uts body 
is supposed to be composed of five 
elements; carth, ‘afr, water, fire 
and ether, but generally ft is sald 
to represent the spirit of: fire. Its 
call, is. musteal, and although its 
movements are stately and Its step 
is Ilght, so as to Ieave no footstep 
and tread on no Iving blade ‘of 
grass, it can be the swiftest of all 
animals, cunningly avoiding the 
snares of hunters. 

A Celestial Steed_ 

Often represented as the steed 
of gods and falrics, it is related 
that a feminine sage from the 
Western Paradise once ‘honoured 
the Emperor Wu Tl’ with ao visit. 
The Emperor bowed before her and 
requested that she reveal to him 
the accrets of. Tao, Thereupon 
she replied that au understanding 
of the doctrine was beyond his 
human understanding, but never- 
theless she presented him with a 
book entitled “Spirit Flying,” deal- 
ing with the mystic rites f the 
Taoist religion. Then she mount- 
ed her unicorn steed and in a mo- 
ment had disnppeated. Repre- 
sented in auch a manner in Chin- 
ese. pictures -the Unicorn is always 
a most colourful and decorative 
creatlon.. 

“Wen Kung of the Tang dynasty 
wrote: “That the Unicorn is ‘a 
spiritual beltg is beyond all 
doubt.” Hymned In the “Odes,” 
Immortallsed. in “Springs and. Au- 
tumns,” it has found a place in the 
writings’ of all ages; Women and

EIGHT YEARS ‘OF 
PROGRESS 


GREAT’ ACCOMPLISHMENT TO 
CREDIT OF AVIATION — 


Since that memornble evening 
in 1927 when a young man named 
Lindbergh set his) Ryan mono- 
plane, using Mobiloil, down snfe- 
ly on Le Bourget, aviation has 
progressed steadily toward / tho 
establishing of scheduled service 
linking the old world with the 
new. 
have seen almost unbelfovable ad- 
vances in aircraft operation. 
Safety. reliability, range, comfort, 
specd—all have reached a state 
bordering on perfection. But, until 
to-day, no one has made o really 
serious attempt at a trans-occanic 
passenuer service. 

First Flight 

During the past year plans 
have’ been studied, routes chart- 
ed and now the first unit of the 
new trana-Pacific fieet has made 
ita first Pacific flight from San 
Francisco to Manila. 

An organisation for the trans- 
Pacific run has been set up, and 
many thousands of miles of train- 
ing flights over the 1,200-mile 
course between Miami and Puerto 
Rico is but a small part of the 
training the trans-Pacific person- 
nel receive. 

The. trans-Pacific division {s ex- 
pected to be in full operation ear- 
ly in 1936. The gaps it must span 
on its way to the Orlent, in addl- 
tion to the 2,410 miles from Call- 
fornia to Hawail, are 1,380 miles 
to Midway Island, 1,248 to Wake 
Island, 1,460 to Guam, 1,600 to 
Manila and 700 thence to connect 

up with its 3,000 mile system of} 
affilfated air lines in Chinn Pro- 
per. 

The 190 mile-an-hour Sikorsky, 
with which the initial flights over 
this route are to be made, hds 
been equipped with extra fuel 
tunks which give [It a non-stop 
operating radius of more than 
3,000 miles, with a pay load of 
mail or express, the passenger 
sents having been removed _ to 
muke room for gasoline. 

“Clipper No. 7”, first of Pan- 
American's three new. Glenn L.

Then along’ ecnme a 
Snake, Trimercsurus qlbolabris, 
killed In the garden next door. [t 
was just dend, or rather its brain 
was, but {ts muscles were stil] con- 
tracting, I pressed it behind the 
hend, causing the jaws to open.... 
The mechanism may be of interest 
to some. The upper jaw is not 
fused to the skull as In man but 
articulntes at the back with the 
quadrate (present in the human 
ear) and with the articular, the 
hind bone of the lower jaw. The 
upper jaw consists of the plery- 
qoid behind the palatine in front, 
both of which bear teeth. The 
palatine articulates with the short 
martiia, which beara the poison 
fang or fangs. Another bon», the

centre of the pferygoid (which is 
n wide open V tn shape) and with 
the base of the mezilla and an- 
terlor end of the palatine in front. 
When the lower jaw is depressed

to hinge downwards and the arch 
to be pushed forwards. A com- 
plicated hinging mechanism, but 
very efficient -On one side of 
the snake examined. were two 
fangs, on the other one, which had 
been broken. , With the ald of a 
match-stick the jaws were kept 
separated and the snake was plc- 
kled in this condition.
